Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-14 to 
species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-12 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 13-37 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 15-37, wherein a projection lens shifting mechanism comprises a driving wheel for 
receiving external torque, a transmitting wheel having a plurality of gear teeth, a movable plate 
on which a projection lens is mounted and being in contact with the transmitting wheel to be 
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driven by wheel to translate in a perpendicular direction with respect to said central axis of said 
driving wheel, as claimed.

The following references are cited for disclosing an optical device having a transmitting 
member and an optical element moved which is moved, but these references do not disclose a 
projection lens shifting mechanism comprises a driving wheel for receiving external torque, a 
transmitting wheel having a plurality of gear teeth, a movable plate on which a projection lens is 
mounted and being in contact with the transmitting wheel to be driven by wheel to translate in a 
perpendicular direction with respect to said central axis of said driving wheel, as claimed: 
Walker (25447187), Arnone et al. (5847885, 5953164), Kosaka et al. (5986826, 6005723), 
Grundstrom et al. (5999346) and Chang (61 18600).
